mittee resumed 
work. 
Reductions 
by the senate, have in many instances 
teen opposed by the house conferees 
on the ground that they would cut the 
revenue beyond the limit of safety. 
. Chairman Simmons of the senate 
conferees has announced that the bill 
would amply meet the revenue need 
of the nation. Some of the most im- 
portant disputes .however, are on ar- 
ticles on which house members fear 
a reduction of rates will mean too 
much loss of revenue. 
There 
was 
little prospect when 
the conference 
was resumed today that details of the 
bill could be completed before the 
end of next week. 
Art Works Duty Free. 
Supporters of the demand for free 
importation of works of art expressed 
great satisfaction today over the de 
cision of the conference committee to 
remove all restriction against free im 
portation under the present law. Pic- 
tures and like art objects must 
be 
twenty years old to come in free. The 
house bill removed the restriction but 
the senate increased its vigorous char- 
acter by placing the age limit at fifty 
years. "Under the new agreement all 
restrictions will be removed 
except 
that discretionary power will be left 
with the secretary of the treasury to 
determine the value of importations 
as "works of art." 
Wood Pulp Schedule. 
Two other important decisions del 
initely removed the 
proposed coun 
tervailing- duty against

and imposed 
a countervailing

aeainst potatoes when imported from 
countries imposing duties on like im 
ports from the United 
States.

Messerschmidt replied that this pro 
vision was intended to meet a concli 
tio'n present when the law was 
en 
acted and is for a temporary purpose 
only. Any municipality, he said, ma} 
at any time determine to issue no 
more licenses than the ratio permits 
Even broader ground for upholding 
the constitutionality of the 
act was 
taken by Mr. Messerschmidt when he 
insisted that the legislature 
is tin 
restricted in its powers and may reg 
ulate the liquor traffic in any way de 
sired, or even prohibit it altogether 
In other words, it is a lawful exercise 
of the police pSwer, and according tc 
the attorney general regulation is nol 
open to the objection that it deprives 
a person of his rights of person 01 
property. He called "fallacious" the 
contention that the law creates a mon- 
opoly in favor of the owners of the 
property. 


Mayor Rose urged that the 
Baker 
law violates the spirit of home rule 
"In the case at bar," he said, "the 
people of Milwaukee do not claim the 
right to write anything 
into theii 
charter, nor to legislate, but they ast 
to be permitted to execute the rule 
laid down by the state in the light ol 
their superior

•iscovers Means of Determining Whe- 


ther Persons Are Suffering From 


Drugs or Poison.

Baltimore, Sep.t. 20/—By means of 
n appliance devised by Prof. W. W. 
Vbel, head of the department of phar- 
lacology of the John Hopkins Univer- 
ity, it has been made possible, it is 
eclared today to determine whether 
ersons thought to be suffering from 
ie effects of poisons are really un- 
er the influence of drugs and to be 
ble to discover almost immediately 
ie poison they have taken. 
The contrivance consists of a series 


1' coils and tubes which 
are 
sub- 
lerged in saline solution and its ae- 
on is said to be the same as that of 
ie kidney. , 
In making the test for poisons it is 
necessary to have the blood stream 
flow through the tube. This is done 
by connecting the tube •with, the jug- 
ular vein and the cartoid artery. The 
blood passes through the tubes which 
are then immersed in a pan containing 
a warm solution. Bv means of a por- 
ous substance 
connecting the glass 
tube the foreign and poisonous sub- 
stances in the blood filter through in- 
to the saline solution, the solution be- 
ing of the same temperature and con- 
sistency as the lymphs in the blood 
None of the natural ingredients which 
make up the blood are taken up by 
the solution of salts. 


After allowing the 
blood to flow 
through the tubes for a given time a 
specimen of the saline solution is tak- 
en and then it is but a simple matter 
of chemical anaysis to find what poi- 
son or foreign substance is present 
in the system of the patient.

class of men whose work is never 
done. 
They represent the merchants 


and

manufacturers, found in 


every community, who occupy the 
midle ground between the large cor- 
porations, and organized labor, bodi 
attracting 
much 
attention 
at 
the 


present time. 


These men are the hone and sinew 


of business and community life. They 
are always busy, but never too busy 
to take a lively interest in the wel- 
fare of home surroundings, and the 
struggle that many fo them make for 
existence is seldom appreciated. 


They include the much advertised 


class of "middle men," just now held 
responsible by some people for the 
high cost of living, but without them 
grass would grow in the streets of 
our towns and villages, and we should 
be obliged to die on scheduled time 
to receive a decent burial by 
the 


mail order houses.

The Circus 
Business 


By 


D. W. WATT 


, "(Copyrighted.) 
Seven years ago last 
month 
the 
Barnum show showed in Janesville on 
the lot at Spring Brook and.this was 
the last exhibition" of the 
Barnum 
show in Janesville under the manage- 
ment of James A. Bailey. 
The acting 
manager of the show then was Frank 
Hyatt, one of the highest, if not the 
highest class -manager in the business 
and his recommendations were twen- 
ty-eight years' service as manager of 
the Barnum and Bailey show. 
I had known Frank Hyatt for many 
years and in the evening while visit- 
ing with him I said 
to him, 
"Mr. 
Hyatt, which of these acts 
in the 
show are yours?" 
Every old timer in the show busi- 
ness, whether he be manager, 
can- 
vasman or driver has what is known 
as his act. By this I mean one that 
he never tires of looking at and nine 
•times out of ten i£ he is in the show 
he's there at the time the act comes 
off that he is most interested in. Mr. 
Hyatt smiled and said: 
"Why, I am manager of the show 
and all acts look alike 
to me." 
I 
said to- him, "Hand that to somebody 
else, I can't use it. 
You have an act 
in the show that you are 
interested 
In and never tire of looking at." ' 
"Well," he said, "That is so. The 
balance trapeze man who 
stands a 
pop bottle on end and then balances 
himself with his head on the battle . 
and swings back and forth in the air | 
is the one act that I am always there j 
to see. 
I have seen hundreds of them ' 
n my time, but this one to me is the 
most wonderful of them all." 
With the Adam Forepaugh 
Show 
the one act that I was always inter- 
ested in was what was known as the 
ladies' flat race. 
The horses 
they 
ran were all thoroughbreds 
imported 
from England and there were always 
from six to seven in the race 
and 
they were always run on the square. 


Many times there would be group's 
of the boys standing around watching 
these races and more or less of them 
•would bet on the 9utcome and the 
lady riders knew this, so that we al- 
ways got a race for our money and as 
a rule close finishes. 
Years ago when I was manager of 
,the Burr Robbins show, Charles Fish, 
.the bareback rider was the feature of 
"the show and without any question 
. the greatest rider 
that ever lived. 
This was my act and one that I sel- 
dom missed seeing. But Mr. Fish 
and I were 
not friends and " many 
;times I would look through a hole in 
the canvas and watch him ride. 
for 
.1 did not want him to think that I 
':made a business of coming into 
the 


.show for the purpose of watching his 
"act. But I have always said I would 
.rather see Charlie Fish fall off his 
horse and get back again than to see 
the average rider ride his entire act. 
..Fish rode on the 
bareback of 
the 
..horse, was a forward and back somer- 
set rider and could leave almost any 
part of the ring and leap to the back 
•of his horse and would always light 
standing straight up on the horse's 
back. 


But Fish was not an easy man to 
handle, for he had been for 
many 
years the champion rider and 
had 
held engagements all over Europe,, as 
well as this' eoutry, and many times 
he would be late for parade and fina!- 
•]y I fined him $25 for being late. He 
•was not long in telling me that if I 
insisted on the fine he would quit. I 
.said to him. 
"Mr Fish that is your 
.part of it. Mine is to see that you 
are in parade and on tme. But quit 
or work this one fine you will have to 
pay, and if you stay here you must 
be on time .and you will get the same 
treatment that other people get and 


• nothing more." 
-> 
He stayed and finished the season 
and was much easier to handle from 
that out ,for he was given to under- 
stand .that he must live up to the 


• rules the same as other performers 
: did. 


And now I am going to side step a 


• little and tell you something about the 
' inroads that the 
great .fairs of the 
country are making 
into the 
circus 
business. Last Saturday I Attended 
what I think was the greatest county 
.fair T ever saw, and when I say this 
'I mean from chicken house ail the 
way through the stock department to 
the big horses and then to the vaude- 
ville acts and the harness racing, 
both trott'.ng 
and pacing. 
And this 
fair was held 
at Monroe, in Green 
county. 


And 
I am now going to back up a 
little and tell 
you something of this 
lair in 
the early days. 
I spent my 
boyhood days in Green 
County and 
recollect well the early career of the 
Green County Fair. In the fall of '74 
1 took a trotter and pacer across the 
country' to race them at the Monroe 
Fair. [ drove one and led the other 
as in those days a trip 
of 35 to 40, 
miles across 
the country we never; 
thought of such a thing as shipping 
them in cars. 
The 
big race; o[ the 
fair that fall was for a purse of $200 
and it was called a free-for-all trot. 
The next largest .purse was $100 and 


. 


In those days there were no vaude- 
ville acts nor carnival shows and at 
ttas particular time there was but cue 
side snow on the grounds and it was 
called a menagere. All thev had was 
a smal! casre of two or three monkeys 
and a half 
grown 
cub hear 
The 
track that 
we raced 
over that fall 
wa* not eyen thrown up on tlie turns 
and nowadays wonld not even make a

opposite

grandstaaid. 
where they gave vaudeville acts of a 
high 
order. 
At 11 o'clock 
in the 
morning more than 5,000 people were 
there to witness the -ball game. There 
is. where Rock County 
came to the 
front, for T.he famous Footville ball 
team played the Monroe 
team 
and 
beat them 7 to 1. The girl friends of 
the Footville 
team had filled many 
baskets with eatable of all kinds and 
while many of the young ladies took 
the train for Monroe, their well filled 
baskets 
were 
sent in automobiles 
overland and at the close of the game 
there were 
some 
thirty of the ball 
players and 
their 
frie.nds who sat; 


down to dinner in a quiet corner on 
the fair grounds. And you only had 
to take one look at it to know that it 
was the kind that money would not 
buy.There were more than 1,000 auto- 
mobiles 
on the 
grounds 
Saturday 
afternoon and the 
crowd 
was esti- 
mated at 25,000. 
And while I think 
this is somewhat overdrawn it was a 
wonderful crowd and 
while it cost 
you $1.00 for your admittance and the 
best seat in the grandstand, they gave 
you more than your dollar's worth. 
It looks 
to me as though all the 
management 
of the 
Green County 
Fair has to do is to keep the qual- 
ity up and the gate receipts will al- 
ways be satisfactory. 


Ijast week closed the great provin-

which is held at Toronto, 
Canada and without question this is 
the one great fair of the world. This 
fair I think, was the first one to in- 
augurate high class vaudeville acts 
and hire trained1 animals and horses 
to entertain the public. It is said that 
more than twenty-five years ago they 
paid as high as $30,000 for this kind 
of entertainment for their patrons.

must admit that the Toronto Fair is 
certainly a great one. But they have 
this advantage, 
the fair runs twelve 
days." The fair 
pays out anywhere 


from $75.000 to $100,000 for their at- 
tractions and they not only come from 
all over the United States, but" many 
of them are from Europe. 
You can 
go there 
and see many attractions 
that are new and novel and not to be 
seen anywhere else. 


Mr. Alexander 
Galbraith 
of. this 
city 'has bee.n 
.ridge of the 
horses 
there at different times and only a 
few days ago he told me that 
the 
Provincial Fair of Toronto was get- 
ting to be one of the wonders of the 
world. 


This is why many circus acts, as 
they are know.n, and high class vaude- 
ville acts have been able to get their 
price of late years,- for as soon as the 
fairs open there is a demand for them 
all over the country. And you can go 
to many 
a fair nowadays and see 
many good 
attractions of this kind, 
such as you have been in the habit of 
looking at in the circus, for the aver- 
age fair crowd demands a, quality and 
is willing to pay the price. 
So if you 
are going to run a fair don't be cheap.

He says 
there are so many 
kinds 
of voices, 


and none of them 
Is without some 


particular significance. 


Transferring the scene to the pres- 


ent day there are many voices con- 
cerning almost all subjects—social, 
political, commercial and religious, 
but we confine our thought to the 
last. Of the many voices on religion 
that might be considered, there ia not 
one but has some signification. There 
is not a religious error of the day 
but contains some truth. 
There is 


some valuable signification in it, and 
from it the religious and orthodox can 
oftentimes learn useful lessons. Prob- 
ably never in the history of the world 
have the voices' touching religion been 
so confusing as now, and largely be- 
cause the most dangerous o£ them 
carry some badge of adherence to 
the word of God and traditional reli- 
gion of the best kind. There is noth- 
ing that should so concern a man as 
religion—his relationship to God in- 
volving his own weal or woe for eter- 
nity—and he wants to know just what 
the truth is. 


With a goodly number the voice of 


reason is esteemed as safe, and as the 
Christian religion is a religion of ra- 
tionality that voice has strong sup- 
port. That the power of reasoning is 
highly important is conceded, or God 
would not ask man to reason together 
with Him. 
But reason is given a 


place beyond its right, and the result 
is most unsatisfactory, and with many 
there is a fanaticism and unreason, of 
which Paris worshipping a harlot ia 
a suggestive result. Men trusting rea- 
son'will either become thorough an- 
archists, or adopt some religion which 
IB the very antithesis of rationality. 


With some the voice of the inner 


spirit is supreme, and by introspection 
they are seeking to know what Gad is 
saying. This voice is so variable that 
no reliance can be placed on it, every 
man becoming a law unto himself. 
The most grotesque experiences are 
at this point engendered, and the way 
is open for the incoming of all kinds 
of religious fallacies such as Christian 
Science, spiritualism, occultism, and a 
brood of other evils. 


With many the voice of the church, 


as such, is supreme, and when the 
church, considered in tbe light of its 
history, is fairly treated its voice is 
W>rthy of the highest respect. It is 
never wise to neglect the great his- 
toric creeds, nor the church as speak- 
ing through representative ministers, 
but if the church as such ie depended 
on exclusively it becomes ultimately 
the voice of a single person, and we 
have the hundreds of millions of the 
human race dominated by one person. 
It has been found that the church, 
.whether speaking through its popes or 
councils has 
certainly 
often 
been 


wrong, and it cannot therefore im- 
plicitly be depended upon. 


But with some the church speaking 


at the last moment is to be heeded. 
It is contended that tbe church today 
does not believe as it once did, and 
that because it is more intelligent its 
voice is to be heeded rather than the 
church of two or three centuries ago, 
or even the church in the first centu- 
ries of the Christian era. This is evi- 
denced by the tendency to the revi- 
sion of church creeds, and the.argu- 
ment for such revision is that the 
church does not believe as it formerly 
believed and should change its creed. 
The teachings of the great divines of 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centu- 
ries, when theological thought was at 
its zenith, are thought to be outgrown, 
and that the teachings of the men ol 
today, regardless of their loyalty to 
the Bible, are to be heeded. 


It is claimed that 
the Christian 


teachers of the earlier centuries did 
not know the truth. The German dis- 
tinguished apotogete Lepsius makes 
the modern theologian say, "Christian- 
ity has for nearly two thousand years 
forgotten what the Master originally 
taught, and perhaps neither Paul, nor 
John, nor Augustine, nor Luther, nor 
Calvin ever understood who Jesus was 
and what He wanted. 
The entire 


church from the beginning of the 
apostolic age to the present genera- 
tion has been one great 
misunder- 


standing and blunder,"

AT HEAVY CHARGES 


IN FRENCH RESORTS 


Cost of Room and Bath in Deauvillle 


Goes Up to $40 a Day.—Aga 


Khan Interests.

Paris, Sept. 19.—Americans 
taking 
their vacations at French resorts th:s 
season have been amazed at charges 
which appear to be higher than any- 
where else in the world". A room with 
bath for 85 francs (.$7) a day during 
July at one of the frequented hotels 
in Deauville, rose to 20U francs ($-10) 
a day throughout August. The ordin- 
ary charge for a single room at the 
resort is 100 francs [$20) a day. These 
are prices asked of all comers, wheth- 
er Americans, Russian 
Grand Dukes 
or Frenchmen. 


A Parisian journalist made note of 
his experiences 
at 
Deauville. The 
clerk at the first hotel he entered re- 
plied to his inquiry for a room that 
one remained 
at 80 francs ($16) a 
day,, just a room for one person, with, 
of course, no bath. The clerk seemed 
to apologize for the low price, and to 
fear, the visitor might suppose that a 
room at so trivial a rate could not be 
of much account. 
"We abandon it to 


you at SO francs," said he, "because 
it is not large, hut 1t really is a good 
room." 
The inquirer hesitated 
at 
that-ah* crossed the street to another 
establishment. The best that comd'be 
done there was a room for 120 francs 
($24) a. day; he returned and took the 
80 franc room. 
A simple lunch at 
31.50 ($6.30), a cab to the races after

($8). and dinner at. 43 francs 
($8.60) 
completed an expensive day.

FOR DENMARK BY A 


LEADER OF LIBERALS 


I. C. Christenson 
Starts 
Agitation 


Which May B.e Successful—

Copenhagen, Sept. 19.—I. C. Christ- 
ensen, leader of tlie Liberal party, has 
started an agitation for statewide pro- 
hibition in Denmark. 
Not long ago 


the Liberal party successfully fathered 
a bill which enforces Important re- 
strictions on the sale of liquor in bars, 
restaurants and similar places, and 
the Liberal leader evidently intends 
to follow this up with a law enforcing 
total prohibition of the sale of in- 
toxicants in Denmark. 
During the past few years the Dan- 
ish people have become more and 
more absteminous in their habits, and 
as the younger generation is especial- 
ly temperate, the agitation for pro- 
hibition is not based on any growing 
insobriety on the part of the people 


, of the country. 
| In explaining why the Liberal party. 
I which stands for a large measure of 


• personal liberty, should be backing 
i such a bill, Mr. Christeiisen says ai- 
cohol is a poison and that the state 
should forbid and regulate its use just 
as it does in the case of other recog- 
nized poisons. 


Until the late temperance legisla- 
tion went into effect, Denmark had 
depended upon education to fight the 
evils of intemperance, and this is the 
first time the advocates of the pro- 
hibition movement have sought gov- 
ernment regulation of the liquor traf- 
fic.It is believed that the people will 
acquiesce in the proposed legislation 
in spite of the alleged attack on per- 
sonal liberty, which they feel must be 
limited for the benefit of the com- 
munity. 
Some of the leading liberal 


papers have protested strongly against 
the bill,, one pointing out that a per- 
son is not educated by making him 
incapable of managing his own affairs, 
but by letting him live his life in the 
largest possible liberty under the re- 
sponsibility of himself and the com- 
munity. 
The opposition papers attack the 
minister's new policy, and insinuate 
that it is for the purpose of catching 
votes.

GASOLINE FIRE ENGINES 


MADE POOK IMPRESSION 


(Fond du Lac Commonwealth.) 
The 'city of Fond du Lac will not 
buy a motor fire engine this year, but 
if the 
reccommendations 
of .Mayor 
Wolff carries, a motor driven com- 
bination hose 
and chemical 
wagon 
will be added to the fire department 
before the end of the year. 
The mayor, delegated by the coun 


cil to go to New York and witness 
the tests, was not 
impressed with 
motor fire engines and ui a communi- 
cation to the council Tuesday even- 
ing, outlined his stand in a clear and 
concise statement. Tire communica- 
tion was as follows: 
"When I recommended 
to 
your 
honorable body the 
purchase of a 
gasoline 
power pumping engine for 
our fire department, I was laboring 
Tinder the impression that said ap- 
paratus was entirely dependable and 
that our city would be justified in the 
purchase of such a machine. 
"The result of the test recently 
made in New York city, under the 
auspices of the 
National Board of 
Fire 
Underwriters, 
clearly 
demon- 
strated that such. IK not a fact. 
The 
final result showed that but three 
engines finished with a perfect score, 
and they are the engines manufac- 
tured by the Seagrave Company, of 
Ohio, the Ahrens Fox company, and 
the 
Waterous Engine 
Works com- 
pany. 
"It appears to me that from a field 


of eleven 
entries, with only three 
completing the test, the percentage 
of perfect engines is altogether too 
small .for our city to assume the risk 
of purchasing a machine which must 
do duty 
for many years 
to come. 
"While the test 
conducted may be 
more severe than fire apparatus will 
•be subjected to in our city, still it 
must materially govern, 
our actions 
in ths matter. 


MAY. INSPECT THE TEETH OF 


PUBLIC SCHOOL CHILDREN 


(Fond du Lac Reporter.) 
Another inspection of the teeth of 
the children of the public schools of 
the city may be made this fall if a 
plan which is now being discussed by 
local dentists is formally adopted a"t 
the next meeting of the Fond du Lac 
Dental Society to be held during tlie 
latter part of the month. 
The first inspection of the teeth of 
the public school children was made 
in the spring of 1912 when local dent- 
ists visited every school in the city 
at the request of the board of educa- 
tion and made a detailed inspection 
of the teeth of each child. The re- 
ports on the inspection were sent to 
The parents with the recommendation 
of the dentists regarding the action 
which should be taken to improve 
the child's health. 
The movement is one of charity on 
the part of the dentists for much of 
the work which 
is recommended is 
rlone by them free of charge to poor 
families of the city. The pla.n met the 
hearty approval of the school officials 
and it is probable that the local dent- 
al society will again offer to make a 
public inspection if it is asked by the 
board 
of 
education. 
The 
dentists 
have announced that they will pledge 
a certain amount of their time for the 
inspection. 


MUNICIPALITY CAN DEMAND 


TUBERCULIN COW TESTING 


The right of a city to demand the 
tuberculin 
testing 
of 
cows 
from 
which its milk supply comes, and to 
establish such other 
regulations 
as 
will insure that the 
identiy of the 
source of the inilk may be known, 
has been upheld by the United States 
supreme court in a decision sustain- 
ing the Milwaukee 
milk 
ordinance. 
The court upholds 
with the 
state 
court that the ordinance is not dis- 
criminating; that it ii-i a reasonble re- 
quirement, and that the court cannot 
question the purpose and the neces- 
sity of it. 
The police 
power of the 
state must be declared adequate to 
such a desired purpose: and the city 
ordinance, 
in the action 
providing 
for the destruction 
of milk not con- 
forming to the requirements, is not an 
arbitrary and 
unreasonable depriva- 
tion of property in a wholesome food, 
but a regulation 
having the purpose 
if and found to be necessary for the 
protection of public health.

CONSIDERED AT MINNEAPOLIS 


(Minneapolis News.) 
A $200,000 appropriation will 
he 
asked at the next session of the legis-l 


lature 
to 
build a 
municipal 
milk 
plant. 


Health Commissioner 
Dutton 
re- 
turning from the national convention 
of health commissioners at Colorado 
Springs, announced the plan today. 
According to Dr. 
Duttons' scheme 
four municipal 
pasteurization plants 
at an approximate cost 
of 
$50 000 
each, would be 
erected in 
different 
parts of. the city. 


Every quart of milk sold in Minne- 
apolis would .have to pass through 
one of these plans 
and be officially 
stamped and sealed. 


Dr. Dutton said the plant would in- 
sure an 
absolutely 
clean supply of 
milk to the city. 


County Attorney James 
Robertson 
declared it would break the mill; trust 
According 
to Dr. 
Dutton's 
plan, 
farmers and dairymen would be re- 
quired to bring their milk to the plant 
Iresh from the cow. The milk could 
remain at the plant overnight and be 
pasteurized, bottled and sealed. Then 
it would be returned to the dairymen 
without cost for pasteurization.
